EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Claim 1 (amended) An optical polarized light source device comprising: 
at least one carbon nanotube bundle; and electrodes electrically connected with 
the at least one carbon nanotube bundle so as to resistance heat ,the at least one 
carbon nanotube bundle for making a polarized light beam emit therefrom; and wherein 
a lenoth of the at least one carbon nanotube bundle is aooroximatelv 600 microns. 
Claim 6 (amended) An optical polarized light source device comprising: 
a carbon nanotube ; and electrodes electrically connected with the carbon 
nanotube so as to resistance heat the carbon nanotube for making a polarized light 
beam emit therefrom; and wherein a lenoth of the at least one carbon nanotube bundle 
is aooroximatelv 600 microns. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, and 3 - 19 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
taken either singularly or in a combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of the independent claims, in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 
102 or 103 would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed 
features as presented in independent claims 1 , 7, 16, and 17, for example, which 
include, an optical polarized light source device having electrodes electrically connected 
with the at least one carbon nanotube bundele so as to resistance heat and one carbon 
nanotube bundle for making a polanzed light beam emit therefrom and a length of the at 
least one carbon nanotube bundle is approximately 600 microns (claims 1 , 6, and 17); 
and a method of fabricating an optical polarized light source device the method 
comprising the steps of: depositing a catalyst on a substrate and patterning the catalyst 
such that one or more patterned catalyst regions produced, exposing the catalyst to a 
carbon containing gas at a predetermined temperature such that one or more bundles 
of substantially parallel carbon nanotubes grow from the patterned catalyst regions in a 
direct substantially perpendicular to the substrate (claims 7 and 16) (note: claims 7 and 

1 6 allowed previous office action). 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The closest prior art 
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Bertin et al (US 2005 /0037547 A1 ) a nanotube device structure and methods of 
fabrication.
